In this oconnecotion, a large committeé was present and filed written proe
tests, elgned bﬁ the property owners in the neighborhood, the University Faouliy
Olub, the Ex-Students' Asscolation, and the Board of Trustees of the Austin
Public 8chools, against the ereotion of a filling station at this looation,

Maybr Pro tem Pannell then laid before the Councll the following report
of the Bafety Committee upon said application:

We, the Safety Committee of the Olty of Austin, heve considered the
applioatlon of P, J. Anthony for & permit to construet and operate a garage
and drive-in filling stetion at 2403 Ban Antonio Btreet, sald parage to be
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of the garage, proposed connections to & gtorm sewer and proposed drives. The
layout ig in accordance with the rules and regulations which have been adopted
in general prinoiple by the Bafety Committee.

The proposed garage 18 to be on the west side of 8an Antonio 8Street.The
property on the eapt side of S8an Antonic Btreet is in a fire dlstriot and the
type of Yuilding which would have to be construoted aocroes the etreet is a
fireproof building whioh would have to be constructed of brick, stone or cone
oretes The type of building which Mr. Anthony proposes to construct 18 a
wood frame and corrugated iron and isg in & dietriot which had been tentatively
geleoted by Koch & Fowler to be residential. We do not have any restricticns
at the present time, except those whioh the Olty Councll might immose, and
those in relation to the type of building which could be bullt at this site
but we call your attention to the fact that thie type of bullding within thlrtr
feet of any other bullding will inoremse the rate of insurance and the proposed
type of oocupanoy would also increase the rate of insurance, Thie is in acoprd~
anoe with epproved practice of the State Fire Inmurance Board snd the increease
of rate is allowed on account of inocreased hazard from fire The pronosed
construotion will inorease the insurance rate of various nelghbora. We,there-
fore, recommend that the permit should be refused.

Gentlemen:

5 We, your committee on the application of P. 0. WoOlff to construct, revise,
and operate a gasoline filling etation and garage at the northwest corner of
Duval and Forty-third Streets, make the following report:

We, your committee, recommend that permiseion be granted subject to the
following conditiones

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed ineide of the property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment installed.
Linee and grades to be obtained from the City Engineering Department for entrances
and driveways, bullding plans to be approved by the Oity Bullding Inspector.

(2) That ceiling of that portion of the building that extends over drivewsye
shall be covered with metal. Supports for portion extended over driveway to be
supported by brick or reinforced concrete pillars.

(3) That gasoline storage tanke and pumps and equipment used in connection there-
with ehall be of an approved type, and shall bear the label of the National Board
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of Fire Underwriters. All equipment to be inestnlled in ocompliance with Oity
and Btate regulations governing such installations, All equipment to be
inspected. and approved before being placed in service.

(4) That gesoline pumps snd other equipment ueed in oconnection with the
operation of a gasoline filling station shall be so loocated that cars re-
ceiving service therefrom will not in any way obstruct the sldewalk, street
or alleyway. The pumps shall be at least ten (10) feet inaide the property
11n§dand all equipment shall be not lese than thirty (30) feet from adjoining
residence.

(5) That eleotric lighte only ehall be used for lighting purposes, and
all eleotric wiring shall be done in ocompliance with regulations governing
the wiring of gasoline filling stations, and ghall be approved by the Qity
Electriocal Department.

(6) That "NO SMOKING! signe shall be displayed at all times, and no
person shall bve permitted to emoke or have any open flame on premises where
gasoline 1g sold or stored,

(7) That there shall be kept in an acoessible place at all times, a chemi-
cal fire extinguisher for emergency use.

(8) That all gasoline pumpse, tenks, equipment and piping oconneoted thereto
shall be inspected and & prove& vy the Oity Plumbing Inspector and that the
property owner shell apply for a permlit to the Olty Plumbing Insepector for
instructione before proceeding with his work.

(9) That the grades of the stetion shell be such that no wuste oile ox

: water or any floor washing water shall ever paes over the City sidewnlk areas

, | and that all of said waste oils and water shall be concentrated into a come

' bined grease and sand trap and shall be oonducted from seid sand trap to the
nearest oity storm sewer &t the expense of the appnlioant. Before commence=
ment of any construction the applicant shall apply to the Qity Enzineer for
an estimate of the coegt of the storm sewer and shell depoeit in esorow & sum
equal to said estimate with the Qity Finance Directox.

(10) That a plan of the filling station hereto attached marked 2-He29
shall be followed during construction and ghall be consldered a part of this
resolution, eeld plan showin% the proposed leoatlon of pumps, driveways and
methods of draining away waste olle and waters.

(11) That all adjncent walks, ramps, gutters and curbe shall be construcied
of concrete and all oconstruction ahali conform to the attached plan of the
development , marked 2«H-29, That the appliocant shall pay for all extra
conorete at intersestion of Forty=thizd and Duval Streete not contemplated
by original paving in acocordance with estimate of the O0lty of Austin Oonsult=
ing Engineer. That the applicant shall pay for the cost of construsting an
agphalt surface between present agphalt and proposed conerete in accordance
with the estimate of the Oity Engineerx.

(12) That all gasoline pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected there-
to shell be inspected and approved by the Qlty Plumbing Inspector, and the
mechanioc employed by the applicant to install the gasoline equipment shall
epply to Plumbing Inspeotor for a epecial permit and shall glve Plumbing
Inepector sufficlent notice when ready for inspeoction,

(13) That the appliocant or the meohanio employed by the applicant to make
the inatellation shall apply to the inspector of Weights and Measures for
ingpection after the inetallation has been approved by the Plumbing Inspectoer

(14) Thaet vefore using sald station, the owner shall notify the 0ity Engi-
neer for final inspection when he coneglders that he hap complied with all
of the requirements of the Qity.

(15) That permission shall be granted, subject to the above conditions and
the present and future rules and regula%iona and ordinances of the City of
Austin, Texas, apglying to or regulating gasoline filling statlons, and salad
permiesion sghall be held to be pranted and mocepted subjeoct to all necessary
reagonable and proper pregent and future regulations and oxdinances of the
ity of Auetin, Texas, in the enforoement of proper pollce, traffic and fire
reguletions; and the right of revocation is retained if after hearing, it
is found by the City Council thet said P. 0. Wolf? has failed snd refused
and will continue to fall and refuse to perform any such conditions, regula-
tions and ordinances.
